MINUTES  OF  ADVISORY  COUNCIL  MEETING 

The  Advisory  Council  met  in  the  G.  A.  R.  room  at  the  Roberts 
Hotel  Monday  evening  with  fifteen  members  present. 

A  letter  from  Josephine  Glass  to  Bessie  Hart  was  read  stating  that 
she  could  not  be  present  and  asking  that  Bessie  take  charge  of  the  past 
presidents’  banquet.  She  also  sent  a  price  quoted  for  printing  proceed¬ 
ings  of  $165.00,  stating  that  she  would  donate  $50.00  towards  same. 

Questions  submitted  for  action: 

No.  1 — “May  a  member  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  vote  at  convention  if  she  wears  only  a  past  president's  Circle 
pin?” 

Council  decides  that  members  may  be  permitted  to  sit  in  meetings 
and  be  privileged  to  vote  if  they  wear  only  their  past  president’s  pin. 

No.  2— In  order  to  place  the  department  on  a  sound  financial  basis 
it  is  recommended  that  a  budget  system  be  adopted  and  the  department 
president  be  allowed  a  stated  sum  for  her  year’s  expenses. 

The  Council  decides  that  the  incoming  president  be  allowed  a 
stated  sum  for  her  year’s  expenses. 

No.  3 — If  a  Circle  has  a  membership  of  fiftj^-five  how  many  dele¬ 
gates  are  they  entitled  to? 

Council  decides  that  Circle  is  entitled  to  six  delegates  since  it  is 
our  aim  to  have  as  large  a  delegation  as  possible.  The  National  Presi¬ 
dent,  Nellie  Stammel,  expressed  herself  as  of  the  opinion  that  the  Circle 
would  be  entitled  to  six  delegates. 

No.  4 — Our  department  president  asked  “Where  are  the  proceedings 
which  should  be  in  the  department  trunk?” 

No.  5 — This  question  was  also  asked:  “Where  is  the  flag  that  was 
given  to  the  department  by  Sister  Laura  Critchfield?” 

The  Council  decides  that  the  outgoing  president  should  pack  every¬ 
thing  securely  in  the  trunk  so  that  it  will  be  in  good  shape  on  arrival 
at  its  destination  and  that  a  list  be  made  of  the  contents  and  pasted  in 
the  trunk. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Frances  Meyer  and  seconded  by  Cora  Leach 
that  department  president,  Mary  Keppen,  be  allowed  to  have  the  pro¬ 
ceeding  of  her  year  printed  before  any  other  proceedings  are  paid  for. 
Motion  carried.

MINUTES  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

TUESDAY  MORNING,  JUNE  17,  1941 

The  forty-eighth  annual  convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  Indiana  Department,  was  opened  by  Department 
President  Mary  Keppen,  at  nine  o  clock  Tuesday  morning,  June  17,  1941. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Covert  was  waiting  to  welcome  the  delegates  to 
the  city  of  Muncie  so,  without  further  preliminaries,  he  was  introduced 
and  made  us  feel  that  we  were  indeed  welcome  to  the  city^.  The  response 
was  given  by  National  President  Nellie  K.  Stammel. 

Following  the  Rev.  Covert,  the  mayor  of  the  city,  Ira  J.  Wilson, 
was  escorted  into  the  hall  by  our  national  president,  Nellie  Stammel. 
In  a  very  brief  talk  he  also  bade  us  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  city  of 
Muncie.  The  response  to  this  talk  was  made  by  Sister  Bessie  Hart, 
whose  talk  was  brief  and  to  the  point. 

At  this  time  our  department  president,  Mary  Keppen,  was  escorted 
into  the  hall  and  introduced  to  the  convention  by  the  members  of 
Lincoln  Circle  No.  1.  Mary  stood  while  Alberta  Schmadel,  the  conven¬ 
tion  “song-bird,”  sang  “When  I  Grow  Too  Old  to  Dream.” 

A  committee  from  the  auxiliary  to  the  Spanish-American  War  Vet¬ 
erans  was  introduced  and  brought  greetings  to  our  convention  and 
presented  a  gift  to  Sister  Keppen.

A  committee,  bearing  greetings  and  a  gift  from  the  Woman’s  Relief 
Corps  was  escorted  into  the  hall  and  introduced  to  the  convention.  They 
were  Adella  Pheanis,  Mrs.  Stevens  and  Genevieve  Frentz. 

Also  a  committee  introduced  bearing  greetings  from  the  Federated 
Patriotic  Societies. 

Sister  Sadie  Wherly  explained  her  appointment  as  chairman  of  the 
National  Ways  and  Means  Committee  for  Indiana  and  told  of  her  plan 
for  raising  money,  which  was  by  the  sale  of  books  of  chance,  the  prize 
to  be  a  Red  Riding  Hood  doll.  Our  National  President  also  made  a 
talk  on  the  raising  of  funds  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

At  this  time  a  committee  from  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans, 
with  Kate  Habig  as  chairman,  was  introduced  to  the  convention.  They 
brought  greetings  and  a  gift  from  their  department  president. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  convene  promptly  at  one  o’clock. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  MEMORIAL  SERVICES 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  a  group  of  songs  by  Alberta 
Schmadel. 
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The  president  then  turned  the  meeting  over  to  the  department 
chaplain,  Clara  Hennigar,  who  conducted  the  memorial  service  for 
sisters  deceased  during  the  year.  The  service  consisted  of  two  vocal 
solos,  a  talk  by  the  minister  from  the  Christian  Church  in  Muncie  and 
the  placing  of  flowers  for  deceased  sisters. 

Following  the  memorial  service  the  business  of  the  convention  was 
resumed.  A  committee  was  introduced  bringing  greetings  from  the  aux¬ 
iliary  to  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans,  Sisters  Frances  Meyer  and  Mary 
Shade  acting  as  escorts.  The  response  was  made  by  Mae  Lonberger. 

Sister  Lula  David  of  Muncie  presented  a  beautiful  American  flag 
to  the  Eagles’  Order  in  honor  of  department  president,  Mary  Keppen, 
the  department  patriotic  instructor,  Sister  Rose  Phillips,  making  the 
presentation.  Mr.  O’Neil,  Worthy  President  of  Aerie  No.  291,  accepted 
the  flag. 

A  representative  of  the  American  Legion  brought  greetings  and 
good  wishes  from  his  Order. 

A  committee  from  the  auxiliary  to  the  Spanish- American  War  Vet¬ 
erans,  with  Mrs.  Casner  as  chairman,  brought  greetings  from  that 
Order. 

Following  the  flag  presentation,  six  widows  of  Civil  War  veterans 
were  escorted  to  the  plaftorm.  They  were:  Belle  Roberts,  Emma  Akers, 
Cora  Trueblood,  Rellis  Nelson,  Mary  Salisbury  and  Elizabeth  Sparks. 

At  that  time  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans  Drum  Corps  of  Ft. 

Wayne  were  received  and  pleased  with  a  musical  program. 

Sister  Eva  Johnson,  president  of  the  U.  S.  Grant  Circle,  Washing¬ 
ton,  gave  a  fine  tribute  to  the  flag.  Also  Sister  Gertrude  Fox  of  Ft. 
Wayne,  past  department  president,  gave  a  reading  honoring  the  flag. 

A  committee  from  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans,  composed  of  Will 
Ball,  George  Dewey  and  Hugh  Snider  brought  greetings  from  depart¬ 
ment  commander  of  the  Sons  and  presented  Sister  Mary  with  a  lovely 
basket  of  flowers. 

The  official  drill  team  from  Wayne  Circle,  Ft.  Wayne,  gave  a 
splendid  drill  as  did  also  the  drill  team  from  General  Sherman  Circle, 
Ft.  Wayne. 

All  joined  in  singing  the  “Star  Spangled  Banner’’  after  which  the 
meeting  adjourned  to  open  at  nine  o’clock  Wednesday  morning. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

The  “Get-together”  breakfast  was  held  at  the  Roberts  Hotel  with 
a  good  attendance.  Following  the  breakfast  we  met  in  Eagles’  Hall  for 
a  short  business  session.  The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  depart¬ 
ment  president,  Mary  Keppen.  Scripture  reading  by  the  chaplain  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  Lord’s  prayer  in  unison.  The  conductor  and  color  guards 
presented  the  flag  of  our  country  and  all  joined  in  the  salute  to  the  flag 
led  by  the  patriotic  instructor. 

The  president  called  the  senior  vice  president,  Amanda  Jordan,  to 
the  platform  and  vacated  her  station  to  read  the  report  of  her  year’s 
work.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  this  report  be  accepted 
and  placed  with  the  committee  on  president’s  report. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Nellie  Stammel  and  seconded  by  several 
that  all  other  reports,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the  secretary  and 
treasurer,  be  referred  to  the  proper  committees.

A  letter  was  read  from  Josephine  Glass  in  which  she 
enclosed  $25.00  to  apply  on  the  printing  of  the  proceedings  of  the  year 
she  served  as  department  president.  A  motion  was  made  by  Bessie  Hart 
and  seconded  by  Anna  Davis  that  the  $25.00  be  turned  over  to  the 
treasurer  to  be  placed  in  a  special  fund  to  be  used  only  for  the  printing 
of  the  proceedings  for  the  year  Josephine  Glass  served  as  department 
president.  Motion  carried. 

The  department  secretary  and  treasurer  read  their  reports  which 
were  accepted  and  all  other  reports  requested  turned  over  to  the  proper 
committees.

The  colors  were  retired  and  the  meeting  closed  in  regular  form  to 
convene  Thursday  morning  for  the  final  business  session. 


THURSDAY  MORNING 


The  convention  opened  with  the  president,  Mary  Keppen,  presiding. 
Scripture  reading  and  prayer  followed  by  all  giving  the  pledge  to  the 
flag. 

The  tellers  reported  the  result  of  the  election  for  delegates  and 
alternates  as  follows:  Delegates-at-large,  Henrietta  Schmadel,  Rose 
Phillips,  Flossie  Depew,  Eva  Johnson,  Catherine  Manson,  Elizabeth 
Sparks,  Etta  Moore,  Nettie  Kyle,  Ella  Almond,  Jennie  King  and  Jennie 
Shaw.

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty-eighth  Convention  of  the 
Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  and  I  deem  it  a  very  great  honor  to  bid  you 
welcome  to  the  forty-eighth  convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Great  Army 
of  the  Republic.  Our  coming  together  in  Muncie — and  may  I  state  that 
our  first  department  convention  was  held  in  Muncie,  March  27th  and 
28,  1895,  with  Martha  J.  Paugh  of  Logansport  as  department  president. 
She  was  a  very  dear  friend  of  mine  and  she  passed  on  one  year  ago. 
t  hrough  her  and  Etta  Lee  Toby  I  became  a  member  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

One  year  ago  in  Evansville  you  graciously  and  unanimously  con¬ 
ferred  upon  me  the  highest  honor  within  your  power  and  I  have  per¬ 
formed  my  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

Immediately  upon  returning  to  Michigan  City  from  Evansville  I 
commenced  packing,  getting  ready  to  move  to  Ft.  Wayne  and  on  July 
1,  1940,  I  established  headquarters  at  my  new  home,  2813  S.  Hanna  St., 
Ft.  Wayne.  On  July  15th  I  issued  my  first  General  Orders  announcing 
the  names  of  department  officers  and  also  issued  the  new  pass-word. 

While  in  Lafayette  with  my  secretary,  Henrietta  Schmadel,  she, 
Frances  Meyer  and  myself  drove  to  Crawfordsville  to  visit  Lida 
Manson.  Upon  returning  home  I  found  a  great  many  letters.  I  issued 
notices  for  a  called  meeting  to  be  held  Aug.  8th  at  the  home  of  Sister 
Bessie  Hart,  527  N.  Noble  St.,  Indianapolis.  A  report  of  this  meeting 
will  appear  elswhere  in  these  proceedings. 

On  Sept.  7th  I  left  for  Springfield,  Ill.,  to  attend  the  National  con¬ 
vention  and  had  as  my  room  mate  Frances  Meyer.  Sister  Nellie  Stammel 
was  elected  National  President,  giving  Indiana  another  honor  in  having 
a  National  President. 

My  inspections  started.  I  inspected  all  but  T.  W.  Bennett  and  Sister 
Jordan  inspected  that  Circle  and  also  Adair.  Sister  Keaton  inspected  the 
two  Circles  at  Terre  Haute  and  I  asked  Eva  Johnson  to  inspect  the 
Circles  at  Bloomington,  Vincennes  and  Winslow.  Gertrude  Fox  in¬ 
spected  at  Richmond  and  Emma  Schneider  inspected  at  New  Castle.  At 
some  Circles  I  made  the  second  trip  as  they  were  not  ready.  I  received 
many  gifts.  General  Sherman  Circle  had  a  handkerchief  shower  for  me 
and  I  received  many  more  handkerchiefs.  In  my  proceedings  will  be  a 
list  of  my  gifts. 

I  have  enjoyed  the  year’s  work  and  trust  that  I  have  made  many 
friends  and  that  I  have  helped  the  department.  I  have  attended  many 
nice  banquets;  one  in  particular  was  in  Chicago  at  the  Sherman  Hotel 
for  our  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  National  Presidents  of  the  allied 
orders. 

This  report  is  short  but  my  work  was  not  what  I  wished  it  to  be,  not 
being  able  to  inspect  all  Circles.  My  second  General  Orders  was  gotten 
out  on  Oct.  15th,  1940,  and  my  third  March  20,  1941. 

At  the  death  of  my  brother  I  received  many  letters  of  sympathy. 

“No  matter  how  heavy  our  loss  is, 

No  matter  how  great  our  despair; 

Doesn’t  Heaven  seem  nearer  and  dearer 
To  know  that  our  loved  ones  are  there?” 

Words  cannot  express  my  thanks  to  Sister  Frances  Meyer.  Her 
home  has  been  open  to  me  the  whole  year.  No  National  President,  no 
Department  President,  has  had  a  better,  truer  friend  than  I  have  had  in 
Frances  Meyer.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE-AT-LARGE 

The  54th  National  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
Republic  was  held  in  the  beautiful  ball  room  of  the  Leland  Hotel, 
Springfield,  Illinois,  September  8-13,  1940,  where  the  business  sessions 
were  conducted  by  the  National  President,  Frances  Haskell  of  Tacoma, 
W  ashington. 

The  room  was  beautifully  decorated  with  the  National  Colors,  and 
lovely  flowers,  these  coming  from  the  gardens  of  Past  Department 
President  Clara  Reinhardt,  who  drove  in  from  her  home  in  Elmhurst, 
Illinois,  bringing  blossoms  for  convention  hall  and  for  the  tables,  for 
the  various  banquets,  luncheons  and  breakfasts.  The  stage  was  a 
picture  with  a  large  flag  at  the  rear,  while  the  escort  flags  were  placed 
at  either  side  and  directly  back  of  the  National  President  was  the 
beautiful  organization  banner  presented  to  the  convention  last  year  by 
National  Counselor  Edwina  P.  Trigg.  Palms  and  ferns  were  used  for 
decorative  purposes  and  a  large  picture  of  Abraham  Lincoln  added  the 
final  touch  for  a  patriotic  meeting. 

MONDAY— 

At  the  sound  of  the  bugle  in  the  hands  of  National  Bugler 
Elizabeth  Sharritt,  the  convention  came  to  order  and  the  chairman 
of  the  arrangements  committee,  Past  Department  President  Millicent 
Eifert,  of  Springfield,  took  charge  and  asked  that  Past  National  Presi¬ 
dent  Cassea  H.  Orsborn  be  escorted  to  the  platform.  Past  Department 
Presidents  Mamie  Giroux  and  Nettie  Reunter  of  Illinois  acted  as  color 
bearers  followed  by  Department  President  Mamie  Hoellen,  who  carried 
the  Illinois  State  Flag.  Past  National  President  Lillian  Clark  Cary, 
escorting  the  National  President  Sister  Haskell  followed  passing  under 
an  arch  of  yellow  chrysanthemums,  formed  by  Illinois  members.  Sister 
Orsborn  then  presented  National  President  Frances  M.  Haskell  to 
the  convention. 

Department  Commander  Ruston  O.  Reed  of  the  Department  of 
Washington,  Alaska  G.  A.  R.,  was  escorted  to  the  platform  bringing 
his  personal  greetings  to  National  President  Haskell  and  her  secre¬ 
tary,  May  A.  Vance,  who  were  both  from  his  own  department.  Com¬ 
rade  J.  A.  Landon  was  then  conducted  to  the  platform  and  presented 
the  president  with  a  gavel  made  from  wood  which  had  been  touched 
by  the  hands  of  the  beloved  Lincoln. 

The  National  Staff  was  escorted  to  the  President’s  station  and 
as  each  officer  passed  under  the  arch  she  was  presented  with  a  yellow 
rose  by  Charleen  Woods,  the  angelic  little  daughter  of  Sister  Woods, 
secretary  of  Gov.  Tanner  Circle.  The  president  introduced  these  sisters 
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who  were:  May  B.  Slattery,  S.  V.  President;  Leota  M.  Brown,  J.  V. 
Pres.;  May  A.  Vance,  Sec.;  Gladys  W.  Newton,  Treas.;  Mabel  Y. 
Coffey,  Chaplain;  Eunice  Rash,  Patriotic  Instructor;  The.  C.  Redfern, 
Registrar;  Margaret  Grandle,  Historian;  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  Counselor; 
Mvnnye  Williamson,  Bugle  Call  Editor;  Jessie  P.  Kent,  Cor.  Secy.; 
Ella  Berkemmeier,  Press  Cr.;  Mary  Keppen;  Asst.  Pres.  Cork;  Lilliam 
C.  Cary,  Junior  Supervisor;  Myra  Montross,  Musician;  Marie  Harkins, 
Soloist;  Elizabeth  Sharritt,  Bugler.

Wynne  G.  Williamson,  Frances  M.  Kuhns,  Orpha  M.  Whitaker  and 
Edwina  P.  Twigg. 

The  following  Past  National  Secretaries  were  presented  and  they 
were  Sisters  Nannie  R.  Sharritt,  Edwnia  Twigg,  Gladys  W.  Newton, 
Wilma  Raman,  May  Slattery,  Helen  M.  Lehman,  and  Jessier  Kent. 
Past  National  Treasurers  introduced  were  Sisters  Helen  Lehman, 
Wynne  Wiliamson,  and  Ethelym  Smith.  These  three  groups  were 
saluted  and  the  National  President  presented  each  with  a  beautiful 
tribute  to  the  Flag  of  which  she  is  the  author  framed  in  gold  and 
which  was  graciously  accepted  and  which  will  be  a  lovely^  memento  in 
the  homes  of  these  sisters. 

Sister  Haskell  then  introduced  Past  Dept.  President  Ida  E.  Wright 
and  announced  her  appointment  as  assistant  Secretary.  This  announce¬ 
ment  was  pleasing  to  the  convention  as  Sister  Wright  is  a  perfect  secre¬ 
tary,  no  item  escaping  her  attention  and  her  minutes  are  ready  for  read¬ 
ing  at  each  session. 

Dr.  Ethel  Richardson,  Past  Dept.  Pres,  of  Illinois  presented  Sister 
Milliant  Eifert,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  arrangements,  to  Sister 
Haskell,  who  in  turn  presented  her  to  the  convention.  Sister  Eifert  had 
worked  untiringly  for  the  success  of  the  meeting  and  introduced  her  co¬ 
workers,  Sister  Wilma  Paman  and  the  Presidents  of  Gov.  Tanner  and 
Reed  Circles,  Sisters  Maud  Chittick  and  Lucy  De  Silvers.  These  sisters 
were  at  the  call  of  every  member  attending  the  convention  making  them 
selves  a  regular  information  bureau.  They  were  given  a  rising  as  well 
as  rousing  vote  of  thanks. 

Commander-in  chief  A.  T.  Anderson  accompained  by  Past  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  Dr.  O.  H.  Mennett  and  Judge  Advocate  A.  Gage  were 
presented.  The  Commander-in-Chief  said  he  had  but  a  short  time  for  a 
visit  but  wanted  the  members  to  know  he  loved  them  all  because  they 
were  true  to  the  Grand  Army  and  their  work  was  invaluable  to  the  G. 
A.  R.  He  closed  his  remarks  by  saying,  “May  God  keep  you  in  the  future 
as  He  has  in  the  past.”  Dr.  Mennet  spoke  feelingly  when  he  said, 
“I  need  not  tell  you  how  much  I  think  of  you  all.  When  I  was  sick  in 
California,  Sister  Catherine  Schroeder  always  brought  flowers  from 
herself  or  some  member  of  the  Order  with  words  of  cheer  then.” 
He  sang  two  numbers,  “Let  Me  Call  You  Sweetheart,”  and  “Silver 
Threads  Among  the  Gold.”  His  singing  never  failing  to  please  his 
listeners.  Our  soloist  responded  by  song,  “We  Love  You  Truly, 
Comrades,  Dear.” 

Comrade  Gage,  who  proudly  wears  the  medal  of  the  Order  of 
Purple  Heart  and  he  spoke  in  a  very  happy  manner.  National  Presi¬ 
dent  announced  the  song  the  Commander-in-Chief  was  in  the  room 
and  asked  him  to  rise  that  the  convention  might  honor  him.  He  said 
he  had  driven  400  miles  to  bring  Dad  to  the  encampment  and  he  was 
proud  and  happy  over  it. 

Past  National  President  Margaret  Grandle  presented  her  mother, 
Sister  Sadie  Gallaher,  a  piember  of  “Gallaher  Circle"  of  Jacksonville,  Ill. 
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She  was  saluted  by  convention  and  Marie  Haskins  sang  “Mother  of 
Mine.”  The  song  was  composed  by  the  son  of  the  Past  National  Presi¬ 
dent,  Mary  T.  Hager,  a  fitting  tribute  to  her  memory. 

Sister  Haskell  introduced  her  headquarters  courtesy  committee, 
Sister  Marie  Buhler,  of  New  York;  Frances  Dorsey  of  Michigan  and 
Frances  Fellows  of  Washington. 

Commander  T.  B.  Williams  of  Kansas  extended  his  personal  greet¬ 
ings  and  was  followed  by*  Russell  C.  Martin,  Past  Commander-in-Chief 
and  one  of  the  best  loved  of  G.  A.  R.  men. 

The  Fife  and  Drum  Corps  of  Wisconsin  visited  the  convention 
and  played  several  selections  familiar  to  those  who  have  worked  with 
the  Grand  Army.  A  number  which  proved  to  be  an  old  Civil  War 
Favorite,  “The  Girl  I  Left  Behind  Me.”  The  leader  asked  for  Sister 
Irene  Mangel,  Past  Department  Prsident  of  Wisconsin,  dedicating  one 
of  the  numbers  to  her. 

The  Betsy  Ross  Quartette  of  the  Circle  of  Canton,  Ohio,  sang 
several  songs  for  the  pleasure  of  their  friends,  music  by  the  LInited 
States  Marine  Band. 

A  greeting  committee  from  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  came  and 
extended  greetings  to  National  President  and  her  convention.  Mrs. 
Rhoda  Denny  Moss,  Past  National  President  of  the  Woman’s  Relief 
Corps,  of  Seattle,  Washington,  extended  her  personal  greetings  to  two 
of  her  friends  from  her  home  state.  Sisters  Haskell  and  Sister  May 
Vance,  and  presented  them  with  gifts,  a  corsage  of  Orange  Blossoms. 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  S.  of  U.  V.  sent  by  airmail  from  his  Cali¬ 
fornia  home  was  presented  to  Sister  Haskell  by  his  committee. 

TUESDAY— 

Meeting  opened  in  regular  form,  number  of  delegates  registered,  258. 
The  National  President  read  her  report  and  Past  National  President 
Helen  Lehman  in  a  beautiful  and  touching  address  pinned  the  Past 
National  President  Jewel  over  her  heart.  The  gift  from  the  organization 
while  the  diamonds  were  from  a  bracelet  given  her  on  her  wedding 
day  by  her  husband. 

Past  Department  President  of  Illinois  presented  the  National 
President  with  a  beautiful  desk  (silk)  Flag. 

The  Department  Commander  of  Washington,  Alaska,  presented 
the  National  President,  a  personal  gift,  a  gavel  made  of  wood  from 
Abraham  Lincoln’s  home  by  a  veteran  from  Springfield,  Ill.  Sister 
Haskell  accepted  the  gavel  with  many  thanks  and  said  the  one  she 
was  using  had  been  presented  to  her  personally  and  was  made  of  wood 
from  Andersonville  Prison. 

At  the  call  of  the  Bugler,  Helen  Elizabeth  Sharritt,  Memorial 
services  were  in  charge  of  Mabel  Coffey,  National  Chaplain.  Two 
Sisters  dressed  in  white  robes  and  wearing  white  wings  escorted  those 
taking  part  to  the  platform.

Following  the  Past  National  Presidents  banquet  the  newly  elected 
officers  were  installed.  Past  National  President  Pearl  Cooke,  of  Illinois 
acting  as  installing  officer.  The  conductors  were  Past  National  Presi¬ 
dent  Edwina  P.  Trigg  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  Past  National  President 
Josephine  Mahar  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Department  President  Mary  Keppen 
of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  Past  Department  President  Anna  Davis, 
also  of  Indiana,  acted  as  escorts.

REPORT  OF  SOLDIERS  HOME  VISITING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty-eighth  Convention  of 
the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

On  October  10,  1940,  the  committees  from  the  various  orders  met 
for  the  annual  inspection  of  the  Soldiers  Home  at  Lafayette. 

The  grounds  covered  263  acres  and  contained  62  buildings.  The 
members  of  the  Home  were: 

114  Civil  War  widows 

1  veteran  of  Mexican  War 

2  veterans  of  Indian  War 

5  men  of  the  Philippine  War 

6  ladies 

60  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War 
82  widows 

252  veterans  of  the  World  War 
36  ladies 

There  were  over  1700  veterans  and  wives  buried  in  the  beautiful 
cemetery  which  was  started  in  1896.  They  were  preparing  more  ground 
for  the  World  War  soldiers. 

All  pipes  and  wires  were  in  a  tunnel  (underground). 

The  assembly  hall  which  served  as  a  chapel  and  recreational  hall, 
seated  500  people.  Services  were  held  on  Sundays  and  Wednesdays, 
movies  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  There  were  special  doors  to  enable 
cripples  to  get  in  and  out.  The  various  Auxiliaries  held  meetings  in 
the  basement. 

There  were  58  patients  in  the  well-managed  hospital.  All  beds  had 
new  inner-spring  mattresses  which  could  be  let  down  a  chute  if  on  fire. 
There  was  a  nice  sunroom  where  programs  were  held. 

The  commissary  was  a  nice,  clean  place,  stored  with  lots  of  good 
food. 

In  the  library  were  156  portraits  of  prominent  American  generals 
and  other  noted  men,  painted  by  Captain  Lowrie,  after  he  was  70 
years  old. 

In  the  kitchen  they  were  preparing  to  serve  the  meal.  The  guests 
were  ushered  into  the  dining  room  (which  seated  340)  where  they 
watched  the  residents  file  in.  After  prayer,  the  different  department 
heads  were  introduced  and  said  a  few  words.  Then  they  went  into 
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another  room  where  a  delicious  meal  was  served  to  them.  Then  they 
went  to  the  administration  building  where  a  meeting  was  held.  They 
were  told  of  a  large  building  program  which  the  large  number  of  World 
War  Veterans  and  their  wives  were  making  necessary.  Meeting  was 
adjourned. 

All  three  members  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  Committee 
felt  it  a  privilege  to  have  been  there  and  we  wish  to  thank  Sister  Mary 
Keppen  for  honoring  us  in  this  way.

Bessie  Hart,  527  N.  Noble  St.,  Indianapolis.  Those  present  were,  Mary 
Keppen,  Department  President;  Henrietta  Schmadel,  Department  Sec¬ 
retary;  Ella  Almond,  Department  Treasurer;  Flossie  Depew,  Council 
of  Administration;  Lida  Manson,  Past  National,  and  the  following  Past 
Department  Presidents:  Hattie  Leonard,  Bessie  Hart,  Anna  Davis, 
Nellie  Stammel,  Josephine  Glass,  Mae  Lonberger,  Frances  Meyer,  and 
Cora  Leach. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Department  President,  Mary 
Keppen,  who  explained  that  her  purpose  in  calling  the  meeting  was  to 
discuss  ways  and  means  of  replenishing  the  department  treasury  and 
to  get  the  affairs  of  the  department  straightened  out  and  on  a  firm 
financial  basis.  It  seems  that  for  the  past  few  years  there  has  been 
a  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  incoming  president  has  had  to 
work  under  a  handicap.  It  was  explained  that  there  should  be  enough 
money  left  in  the  treasury  to  pay  the  cost  of  printing  the  proceedings 
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of  the  outgoing  president.  It  was  suggested  by  Sister  Lida  Manson 
that  we  take  the  treasurer’s  books  and  go  back  to  the  year  in  which  we 
started  to  slip  and  see  what  has  been  done  with  the  funds  and  determine 
where  savings  could  be  effected.  A  general  discussion  followed  and 
the  fact  was  brought  out  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1938,  Jose¬ 
phine  Glass,  president,  there  was,  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $237.63 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  a  balance  of  $108.88,  with  an  out¬ 
standing  debt  of  $170.00  leaving  a  deficit  of  $61.18.  The  receipts  of 
that  year  were  $ .  and  disbursements  $1,014.10. 

PROCEEDINGS  FUND 

It  was  stated  by  Nellie  Stammel  that  there  should  be  a  Proceedings 
Fund  in  order  that  there  would  always  be  funds  with  which  to  print 
the  proceedings  of  the  outgoing  administration.  It  was  stated  by  sev¬ 
eral  that  at  Evansville,  in  June,  Josephine  Glass  had  promised  to  donate 
$50.00  to  such  a  fund.  A  motion  was  made  by  Anna  Davis  and  seconded 
by  Frances  Meyer  that,  beginning  with  the  year  1940,  a  proceeding 
fund  be  created  to  take  care  of  the  printing  of  future  proceedings,  and 
that  the  amount  usually  donated  by  the  department  to  the  Knightstown 
Home,  namely  $25.00  be  used  to  start  this  fund.  Motion  carried.  As 
ours  is  an  Order  of  records  and  inasmuch  as  the  department  was  left 
in  debt  at  the  end  of  Josephine  Glass’s  year  as  department  president,  we 
therefore  have  a  blank  year  in  1938.  In  order  to  correct  this  and  put 
our  records  up  to  date,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mae  Lonberger  and 
seconded  by  Lida  Manson  that  Josephine  Glass  bear  the  expense  of 
the  printing  of  her  proceedings  and  that  the  department  pay  the  postage 
for  the  distribution  of  same.  Motion  carried  and  Josephine  Glass  agreed 
to  do  this  at  once. 

FLAGS  FOR  CONVENTION  HALL 

It  is  our  custom  to  donate  a  flag  to  the  organization  whose  build¬ 
ing  we  use  for  department  convention,  and  inasmuch  as  we  had  a  flag 
left  over  from  last  year  which  was  purchased  by  Hattie  Leonard  and 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  Rose  Philips,  department  patriotic  instructor, 
for  safe  keeping,  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  this  flag 
be  placed  in  the  convention  hall  at  Muncie  at  the  time  of  our  next  de¬ 
partment  convention  in  1941.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  so  advise 
the  patriotic  instructor.  This  action  was  taken  in  order  to  keep  down 
expenses. 

FINANCES 

There  were  lengthy  discussions  on  methods  of  replenishing  our 
treasury  and  since  our  finances  are  at  such  a  low  ebb,  it  was  the  con¬ 
sensus  of  opinion  that  the  president  should  be  limited  to  a  stated  sum 
for  her  expenses.  A  motion  was  made  by  Bessie  Hart,  seconded  by 
Cora  Leach,  that  we  set  a  limit  of  $150.00  for  the  president’s  expenses 
from  the  time  she  takes  office  up  to  department  convention.  Motion 
carried. 

It  has  been  the  custom  for  the  department  to  present  a  love  gift 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  each  department  convention  and 
the  sum  given  is  shown  on  the  books  at  $100.00.  As  this  money  is 
donated  by  the  circles  and  for  the  past  several  years  has  not  amounted 
to  $100.00.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mae  Lonberger  and  seconded  by 
Anna  Davis  that  the  department  give  only  such  sum  as  is  turned  in 
by  the  Circles  provided  said  sum  does  not  exceed  $100.00.  If  more 
than  that  sum  is  collected,  the  surplus  is  to  go  in  the  department  treas¬ 
ury.  Motion  carried. 
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BILLS 

Due  to  a  misunderstanding  throughout  the  department  as  to  when 
the  assessment  for  the  Bugle  Call  was  to  start,  we  were  billed  for  the 
3rd  quarter,  1939,  while  the  Circles  started  paying  for  the  4th  quarter. 
We,  therefore,  have  a  bill  for  $27.18  arrears  for  Bugle  Call  for  3rd 
quarter.  Some  of  the  Circles  refused  to  pay  this  assessment  claiming 
that  it  was  not  legal  to  enforce  a  law  prior  to  its  passage  and  so,  the 
department,  in  order  to  be  clear  with  National,  will  have  to  assume 
this  debt.  A  motion  was  made  by  Bessie  Hart,  seconded  by  Hattie 
Leonard  that  this  bill  of  $27.18  be  paid.  Motion  carried. 

At  the  close  of  the  business  transactions,  Sister  Bessie  served  lovely 
refreshments  of  ice  cream  and  cake  to  the  group.  A  social  hour  was 
enjoyed  and  all  left  for  their  homes  feeling  that  a  great  deal  of  good 
had  been  accomplished  for  the  future  of  our  Order.
